Tar AcciDENT TO THE GREAT WESTERN STEAMER.—The following 
account of the accident has been sent to us by a correspondent :—The 
Great Western steam ship started from her moorings at Blackwall, on her 
voyage to Bristol, at eight minutes past six a.m., and passed Gravesend at 
thirty-two minutes past-seven, the engines working beautifully, and the 
progress of the vessel highly satisfactory. At about a quarter past eight 
a strong smell of burning oil was perceived to arise from the felt clothing 
of the upper part of the boilers, which soon after caught fire, and emitted 
large volumes of dense smoke ; it was, however, soon extinguished by the 
powerful means on board of applying a large stream of water. The vessel 
in the mean time having been brought to off Leigh, an examination took 
place by Messrs. Maudslay and Field, the engineers, who were on board, and 
who immediately ascertained that the workmen had improperly felted the 
boilers close up to the chimney, and the natural consequence was that the 
composition of oil and red-lead with which the felt was stuck on had fired, 
smoked, and finally ignited. The origin of this unpleasant occurrence 
having been so satisfactorily ascertained, all further cause of apprehension 
‘was allayed by its immediate removal, and as neither boilers nor engines 
had sustained any injury, preparation was made to proceed as soon as the 
tide should serve, and the ship arrived in King’s-road, Bristol, on Monday 
last, whence she will take her departure for New York, on Saturday, the 
7th of April. 

New Aarricire 1x Commerce.—It is droll to see some things shifted 
about the world as they are, in the way of its ups anddowns. A late Phi- 
Jadelphia Gazette states, that there are now in New York about sixty old 
Spanish bells which were sent to Marseilles aud sold as old copper, by 
order of the Spanish gover t. They were part of a much larger “lot.” 
An American gentleman at Marseilles purchased these, which were perfect, 





and shipped them to New York, for the purpose of preserving them on/ some extent on his own 
Orders were given that they a merchant in Liverpool. The bargain was originally made so long ago as 


account of their superior tone and finish.

The consignees have received orders to sell them 
at cost. The most experienced bell-founders have examined them, and 
say that they are such as cannot be made in America, or probably anywhere 
at this time. It is well known that the ancient Spanish bells, and indeed 
all the old Wells cast in Catholic countries, were considered as sacred; the 
more precious their metal, the greater their sanctity ; and nearly all of 
them are thought to have more or less silver in their composition. We 
may, by the way, remark that the art of compounding silver with the other 
metals entering into the composition of bells, has been entirely lost. The 


tones are said to be inimitably beautiful ; and it is stated, that one of these 
bells weighing 100 lbs. has as much power and strength of tone, as an ordi. 
nary bell weighing 300lbs. They are in perfect preservation, and weigh 
from 100 ibs. to 17001bs. each. They are very highly ornamented with 
figures of the cross, royal arms of Spain, and various devices in alto relievo.

LEAN 0. NASH. 


Mr. Serjeant Bompas opened the case, stating it to be an action brought 
by Mr. Thomas Lean, a scientific man in this county. The defendant re- 
sides in London, and was chairman ané principal director of mines in this 
county, called Nant Jenkin and Trescoe. The action is to recover 331. 12s. 
for goods supplied to defendant, and also for a survey. The debt was ip- 
curred in 1833. The mines are not now worked, because they did not pay. 

Mr. C. N. Beater, examined by Mr. Praed. He was purser of Nant Jen- 
kin and Trescoe mines, from March 1833 to Feb. 1834. They were worked 
by a company of gentlemen in London. Witness attended meetings in Lon- 
don on account of these mines. It was his duty to keep the accounts, which 
he took to London. He first went to London in May 1833, and took up the 
accounts in November. There was no formal meeting of the company in 
May, but witness saw several of the gentlemen at their residences, and at 
the company’s office, at 27, Kirby-street, Hatton-garden. Witness knows 
Mr. Paul, who lives in Cheapside—was at his house in May, 1833. Mr. 
Paul was one of the company. Mr. Nash and Mr. Tollervey, secretary of 
the company, met witness there. They conversed about the mines, Mr. 
Nash being anxious to know the future prospects of the concern. At that 
meeting witness was directed to proceed as fast as possible in working the 
mines. Mr. Nash was there the whole time. Witness next went to London 
on 27th November, 1833. There was a meeting at the George, in Alderman- 
bury, convened to meet witness. Mr. Nash was chairman. There were ten 
or twelve gentlemen present. Witness pr ted the its and — of 
the mines. They were all examined, allowed, and signed. Afterwards saw 
Mr. Nash at his own house, who said he originally held five shares, and had 
now obtained five more, which made ten in the whole, orone-tenth part of the 
mines. It was witness’s duty, as purser, to give orders for goods. Has 
known plaintiff, who supplied goods in 1833, by witness’s direction. His 
demand formed part of the accounts, which were examined and allowed. The 
accounts were left with Tollervey, the secretary. 

Cross examined by Mr. Erle.—Was appointed purser in February or 
Ma)ch—was then at Gwinear, in Cornwall. Was appointed by Mr. Teller- 
vey, the secretary to the company. Witness knew Mr. Tollervey from 1826 
—Tollervey was not a partner with witness in Owen Vean mine. He had 
an interest in it. Witness had to do with several mines. Tollervey was not 
concerned in any of them. Witness was appointed purser by letter from 
Tollervey. Had several communications from him. Had not seen Toller- 
vey for four or five years. Recommended these mines to him about January 
or February. Tollervey then resided at 27, Kirby-street, Hatton-garden, 
where the office was. Tollervey had apartments there—two rooms. He 
resided at Chelsea. The first communication about Nant Jenkin and Tres- 
coe mines was a letter from Tollervey. Had not before spoken to him about 
them, nor written to him. Witness lived about four miles from Nant Jen- 
kin, and knew its localities—had been in the adit under the mine, before 
February, 1833. He went into the mine, through the adit. The mine was 
not working then. Does not recollect what number of years it had been 
unwrought ; it may have been seven or eight years. His knowledge of the 
mine was derived partly from the opinion of persons who ought to know it. 
Saw nothing of Tollervey till he went to London in May. Witness gave 
orders to Lean to supply an anvil and other things, and handed to Lean a 
list of the adventurers in writing. Witness wished to relieve himself from 
responsibility. Witness employed other persons to supply articles to the 
mine. He worked the mine till it was abandoned in February, 1834: was 
then removed by Mr. Nash and Mr. Paul. The mine was partly worked 
afterwards by Tollervey. Witness knows nothing of it since. Tollervey was 
present with Mr. Nash and Mr. Paul, when inquiries’ were made as to the 
prospects of the mine. Mr. Nash was a grocer at Southwark. None of the 
parties knew any thing of the mines except from witness, or from reports of 
mine captains. Reports were sent off previously to witness’s going up ; 
they were sent by witness to Tollervey: Mr. Nash said he was satisfied with 
witness’s explanation. Mr. Paul expressed himself in the same way. Wit- 
ness has not been lately applied to for debts or bills of exchange: there are 
one or two bills out unpaid, in respect of mining transactions ; swears there 
are not ten. Those bills were in respect of Nash and Paul, who, with the 
rest of the adventurers, owe witness 320]. now. Witness always paid the 
labourers himself, has never been insolvent at any time, and never in the In- 
solvent Court. 

Re-examined by Mr. Praed.—When_witness produced accounts there was 
a cost-book, and a minute book of the committee, which Mr. Nash signed 
as chairman. 

Mr. Ere addressed the court for the defendant.—This aetion was a con- 
trivance to fix upon Nash a responsibility for 320/. due to Mr. Beater, by 
means of this claim of Lean’s, who himself had never claimed his debt of 
Mr. Nash. Mr. Earl’s belief was that Mr. Nash had been applied to for a 
loan of money, to work: these mines, by Tollervey. It was not at all pro- 
bable that Mr. Nash, a grocer in London, should have suffered a man in 
Cornwall to pawn his credit, and permit Tollervey to keep the accounts, 
without his knowing any thing about them. There was not the slightest 
evidence of Nash being a shareholder before November, 1833, even supposing 
Beater’s evidence was true; it was before this time that the goods were de- 
livered ; and no partner or shareholder could be liable for one farthing before 
the date of his partnership. 

The learned judge having summed up the evidence, the jury;found a ver- 
dict for plaintiff for 33/. 12s. 








LONDON AND BRIGHTON (CUNDY’S) RAILWAY COMPANY. 
NISI PRIUS COURT, KINGSTON .—Marcu 31. 
MILLS 0. CLARIDGE AND OTHERS. 


This action was brought by the plaintiff to recover from the defendants 
Sir John Claridge and other gentlemen, directors of the London and Brighton 
Railway Company (Cundy’s line), the sum of 778/., which he claimed to be 
due to him as chief engineer of the company. 

From the evidence it appeared that the plaintiff was engaged as chief en- 
gineer of this company, his duty being to superintend the plans, &c., of the 
several engineers engaged in the survey of the country along which the rail- 
way was to pass, and to afterwards form the different plans into one joint 
plan, to be laid before the committee of the House of Commons. The plain- 
tiff was engaged for some time in his different duties, in the performance of 
which he was stated to havebeen very indefatigable. Someof the engineers 
employed under Mr. Mills were called, and they reckoned his services, when 
employed in the field, to have been worth eight guineas per day, and when 
occupied in superintending the different plans, five guineas a day. The 
witnesses described the plaintiff as a skilful engineer. 

Mr. Law addressed the jury for the defendants, and said he should be 
able to prove that the plaintiff was a shareholder, and, therefore, not ina 
condition to maintain this action. He should also prove that he was not 
entitled to any remuneration, as he had been guilty of great negligence in 
preparing the plan, in which he had not complied with the standing orders of 
the house, and so caused the bill for the railway to be thrown out by the 
committee. The plaintiff had, besides, been paid 200/., which was quite 
equivalent to the services he had rendered to the company. 

Mr. Charles Pearson, the solicitor of the defendants, was then called to 
prove the alleged negligence, which consisted in not assimilating the sections 
deposited with the clerks of the peace with those deposited in the Parliamen- 
tary office, in not giving a datum line or fixed point, and also in not marking 
certain property ia the line of road intended to be used. These omissions 
were represented by two engineers to be fatal objections to the bill, as being 
in opposition to the standing order of the house. 

The trial lasted nearly the entire day. At half-past ten at night the jury 
retired, and at one o’clock found a verdict for the defendants.

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ALLEGED COMBINATION BETWEEN THE COAL OWNERS 
AND COAL FACTORS. 

At a Court of Aldermen, held on Saturday, the 31st of March, Alder. 

man Harmer brought up the following 
REPORT. 

In obedience to an order of this honourable court, of the 12th December 
last, to examine the allegations in the petitions of Thomas Bradfield, rela- 
tive to the detention and delay of the delivery of colliers in the of Lon- 
don, and the damage and inconvenience arising therefrom, and for this ho- 
nourable court to make bye-laws under"the authority of the Act of Parliament 
of the 1st and 2d William IV., cap. 76, for regulating the coal-market, and 
to report our opinion thereon, we whose names are hereunto subscribed of 
your committe, in relation to the police of this city, do certify that we have 
from time to time proceeded therein, and been attended by the petitioner, by 
— Fisher (the principal harbour-master), Mr. James Pearsal (the clerk 
and registrar of the coal-market), Messrs. Horace, Green, Patton, and Tay- 
lor, coal merchants and factors; Mr. Gillespy, Mr. Scott, Mr. Vale, and 
Mr. Barber, officers acting under the committee of coal merchants and fac- 
tors; Mr. James Thompson, a shipowner and proprietor of the Eliza, e- 
gaged in the coal trade, and Thomas Young, the captain and master of the 
same, who were severally heard and examinee upon the various statements 
contained ; and we, your committee, having referred to the provisions of the 
before-mentioned Act, find that this honourable court is, by the thirty-secand 
section thereof, only authorised to make bye-laws for the regulation of the 
coal-market, and not of the coal trade generally, and is not required to makt 
such bye-laws as are set forth in the petition. And having also taken into 
serious consideration the remaining allegations contained therein, and the 
statements of the respective parties, it appears to us that the charges cot- 
tained in the petition of improper conduct at the meters’ office are not 
proved. But weare of opinion that a combination exists between the codl- 
owners in the north and the coal factors in London, whereby the supply of 
coals to the metropolis is regulated, and the price of that necessary article of 
consumption greatly enhanced to the consumer, and that various impediments 
and obstructions to the free;navigation of the river are continually created by 
colliers being detained under the existing regulations between the owners 
factors waiting for their turns of sale and delivery, it appearing from the 
evidence of Captain Fisher, the principal harbour master, that there wert 
nearly 720 colliers lying in the river at one time during the month of Decen- 
ber last, so waiting for their turns. Under these circumstances, therefore, 
and also as the renewal of the said Act (which will expire at the end of the 
present session) is now before Parliament, and a committee has been 4)- 
pointed by the House of Commons in relation to the coal trade, we reco 
mend this honourable court to present a petition to Parliament, praying that 
they will be pleased in the new Act to adopt such provisions as may effet- 
tually remedy the evils and inconveniences before stated, or to take suc 
other measures as they may deem most expedient for the protection of tht 
public and the fair trader. All which we submit to the judgment of this 
honourable court.

PREVENTION OF COLLIERY FXPLOSIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

$rn,—There is probably no subject connected with mining which has 

much and so deservedly occupied the attention both of scientific and of 

et men, as the prevention of that terrible and destructive attendant 
apm coal mines, generally termed the “‘ fire-damp.’’ The splendid ge- 
pius of Sir Humphrey Davy undoubtedly effected an incalculable benefit to 
the coal miner by the invention of the ‘‘ safety lamp,’’ yet as the aid thus 
afforded is not in all cases perfect, and has further occasioned the working 
of many fiery seams which would otherwise have been totally inaccessible, 
the destruction of human life by mine explosions has not been materially 
diminished, and the prevention of such accidents still forms a subject as 
jmportant and as urgent as at any former period. — 
Upon this subject so much thought and ingenuity has however been 
slready expended, that it is almost hopeless for those to approach the task 
who have not thoroughly studied all that has been done, or proposed, by 
those who have laboured in the same field as themselves. In the last 
Number of the Mining Review, I observe a paper by Mr. Leithead, ‘‘ on 
the subject of a safety lamp for mines,’’ in which two propositions are 
prought forward for the prevention of accidents from explosion, neither 
of which can be considered as original, or, indeed, as having the slightest 
claims to novelty, although the author does not seem to be aware that 
such is the case. P 

The first of these methods is the ‘‘ compression of oxygen gas or atmo- 
spheric air in hollow metallic spheres,’ to be attached to the lamp to 
support combustion, iustead of allowing access to the atmosphere of the 
wine for that purpose. J am not aware whether this method (although 
apparently deserving of attention) has ever been actually tried under- 
und, but it is almost precisely the same plan which was suggested 
some time ago by Messrs. Bursill, and a full account of their contrivance, 
with a sketch of the apparatus, is given in a former number of the ‘ ov. 

ent”? to the Mining Journal, The only difference appears to be 
that Mr. Leithead’s apparatus is rather less complicated than the other, 
and he proposes to employ either compressed oxygen or atmospheric air, 
phile Messrs. Barsill suggest the use of atmospheric air only. 

The second method proposed for lighting mines, ‘‘ by means of the 
oxy-hydrogen lime light,’’ and the use of reflectors, is merely the revival 
of a plan which has long ago been tried in several instances, and attended 
with but very limited success. The principle is certainly ingenious, and 
was when first suggested well deserving of trial; the practical difficulties 
attending it are however great, and, in all probability, insurmountable. 
The rugged and irregular passages of a coal mine, interrupted as they are 
by ‘‘ trap doors,” “stoppings,’’ é&c., are ill adapted for the transmission 
of reflected light, mirrors would soon become dim and tarnished in an at- 
mosphere loaded with dust, vapour, and gaseous matter ; and even sup- 
posing all these difficulties to be overcome, which in “practice appears 
hardly possible, the intense and concentrated light produced by reflection 
from the combustion of the mixed gases, directed in narrow rays, or con- 
yerged upon limited surfaces, is not the light by which the miner can pur- 
sue his occupation. It has been indeed supposed by Mr. Gurney, who 
bas given much attention to the subject, that the refraction of the re- 
flected rays of light sideways, would contribute much to its diffusion and 
utility ; such, however, does not appear to have been the case in practice, 
nor is this surprising when we consider the small amount of such refrac- 
tion, and that the refracted light is entirely surrounded by dark absorbing 
surfaces. The only cases in which reflected light appears ever to have 
been used with success, is in sinking a perpendicular shaft, and it does 
not seem likely that its utility will ever be extended much beyond similar 
simple operations. 

Deeply interesting as every attempt must be to prevent or diminish 
accidents from colliery explosions, the foregoing remarks will be sufficient 
fo prove the necessity of a close previous acquaintance with all that has 
been done towards attaining this important object.

Sirk Joun Soane’s Museum.—The regulations as to the admission of 
the public areas follow :—Persons wishing tobe admitted to inspect the Mu- 
seum, &c., apply either personally or by letter to the trustees, orto the cura- 
tor, at the Museum, orcall at the Museum, and enter the names of the parties 
wishing admission, and the address to which they wish the card of admis- 
sion to be sent, in a book kept for the purpose, when, unless there appears 
to be any obvious reason for delay, the curator forwards a card of admission 
by post for the next public day after the applicationis made. The parties 
mentioned in the card are required, on entering the Museum, to sign their 
names individually in the book kept for the purpose, when they have im- 
mediate access to every part, and remain as long in each room as is agree- 
able to themselves. The Museum was opened by the trustees to the 
public for the first time on Thursday, April 6th, 1837, and it was kept 
open on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, in the months of April, May, 
and June. and on Tuesdays throughout the month of July; the admis- 
sions on the Tuesdays being generally restricted to the friends of the trus- 
tees, to persons of distinction making special application, or to foreigners 
making but a short visit to London. 

Irish _Minerats.—At a late meeting of the Geological Society of 
Dublin, Mr. Mallett exhibited specimens of Irish minerals, some of them 
applicable to economic purposes, and explained their uses. The most im- 
portant were—ochres from Howth and Lambay, fit for making pigments, 
of which eight specimens were exhibited ; fuller’s earth, from Lambay ; 
— clay, from the Sutton side of Howth ; sand, for moulding, from 

lfast Lough, said to be superior to the English, and quite equal to the 
Scotch ; a mass of conglomerate, cemented by arragonite, from Salthill, 
Kingstown; and a specimen of sulphuret of nickel from Sheffoy Hill, 
county of Mayo. It is the first time that this latter mineral has been 
discovered in Ireland, 

Carico Paintinc.—It gives us great satisfaction to be informed that that 
very important branch af our manufacture, calico printing, has this season 
risen to a point of excellence, as regards beauty of design and brilliancy of 
colouring, much beyond all former years. These facts particularly mani- 
fest themselves in the style and patterns of one or two houses, who have 
lately become sellers of their own productions.—Manchester Times. 


Dirrera.—A. M. Macquart, of Lille, who has long been a zealous 
entomologist, has submitted a manuscript to the French Academy of Sci- 
ences, containing a detailed description of rare and exotic diptera. 

Taames TuNNEL.—A notice has been issued, accompanied by a small 
map of the river in the neighbourhood of the tunnel, requiring all vessels 
passing up and down the river to keep to the southward of the hoy or 
large mud barge moored over the end of the works, the enormous quantity 
of clay thrown down to form an artificial bed on the northern side of the 
stream, rendering it somewhat dangerous for vessels with a large draught 
of water to pass to the north of the hoy, or within many yards of it. This 
obstruction to the navigation, partial as it is, is very inconvenient to the 
shipping when the Pool is im a crowded state. The extent of the aperture 
through which the water burst into the tunnel has been ascertained, by 
means of the diving bell, to be of small dimensions, and has been closed 
Up by means of several barge loads of hard clay thrown down over the spot, 
Which will be allowed to settle firmly on the fracture of the works two or 
three days longer before the water is pumped out of the tunnel, after which 
the excavation will be continued as heretofore.

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The importance of a ready communication with India has so often been 
before the legislature and the public, and so numerous have been the pro- 
jects which have been presented, that it is with pleasure we notice the for- 
mation of a company which has for its object the attainment of this 
desired end. From Parliamentary returns, it appears that the annual 
trade to the three presidencies of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, amounts 
to no less a sum than nine millions sterling, while four millions more may 
be added as that of the Cape, Mauritius, and China. With an interest so 
great, it is not to usa matter of surprise that in this vast commercial city 
capitalists should be found ready to embark in an undertaking which 
promises to advance our commercial interests, as well as to repay those 
engaged in the enterprise.

tingencies which attend steam navigation. 

One circumstance connected with the formation of this company, affords 
us much gratification, viz., the application of ‘‘ an improved patent steam- 
boiler,”” by which, not only is a saving of 50 per cent. in the consump- 
tion of fuel acquired, but that desideratum, if the representation be correct, 
‘‘ the impossibility of bursting.’’ The late calamitous event, attended by 
its fatal consequences, is too fresh in the memory to render any remarks 
here necessary on this important introduction ; we cannot, however, quit 
the subject, without adverting to two advantages said to be possessed by

Anti Dry-Rot Process.—The advantages arising from the application 
of Kyan’s process for the preservation of timber, has been so generally 
acknowledged, and has been so well tested by experience, that its general 
introduction in the mining districts, is one of the natural consequences 
attendant on its success. It is now some months since it was first intro- 
duced in Cornwall, where its use is becoming very general, indeed, when 
the expense of timbering shafts and other uses to which timber is applied 
in mines, and the heavy cost attendant on works of this nature is consi- 
dered, its importance must be apparent. In railway undertakings it is also 
adopted ; and we learn with much satisfaction, that Earl Fitzwilliam has 
also ordered its use in the mines possessed by liis lordship.

BrrmMincHaM Canau.—The new line of canal, across the Flat (called 
the Island), at Tipton, was opened to the public on Monday last. The 
opening of this line completes the series of works recommended by the 
iate Mr. Telford, for the improvement of the Birmingham Canal. By 
means of this, and the improvements effected a short time ago, the main 
track of the canal between Birmingham and Wolverhampton has been 
shortened seven miles. The new line just opened is in no respect inferior 
to any of the works heretofore undertaken by the Birmingham Canal 
Company—being perfectly straight ; walled on each side ; and having the 
accomodation of a double path, the facilities it affords are, probably, not 
surpassed by those of any other canal in the kingdom. The improvements 
of the main line of the Birmingham Canal being finished, the new water 
route between Birmingham and Liverpool, by way of the Birmingham 
and Liverpool and Ellesmere and Chester Canals, will now come into full 
play. The navigable communication with Liverpool through this new 
route, itis admitted, is the best that can possibly be devised ; the distance 
being less than that of the railway, and the line between the Wolver- 
hampton level of the Birmingham Canal and the River Mersey not being 
encumbered with a single superfluous lock. Of the several navigable 
routes, now existing between Birmingham and the out-ports, it may be 
confidently affirmed that the route to Liverpool is the best, and the route 
to London the worst. The water communication with London, via War- 
wick and Braunston (more than thirty miles longer than the railway), 
with its cumbrous lockage and manifold inconveniences and obstructions, 
remains nearly in the same state it was when first constructed, no attempt 
whatever having hitherto been made (excepting on a small part of the 
Oxford Canal) to correct either its circuitousness or bad levels.—Midland 
Counties Herald. 

Sticut Dirrerence or JupGmMent.—The Lord of the Manor of 
Rochdale made a claim against the Leeds and Manchester Railway Com- 
pany for the sum of 31,200/., for the losses he would sustain by the rail- 
way passing across copyhold lands held from him, and the jury returned a 
verdict of 150/.!—Stockport Herald. 

QUALITY OF THE COALS USED IN THE CorNISH ENGINES AND THE 
Errect oF THE JAcKET.—According to some experiments of Captain 
Lean, it appears that the average weight of coals used at the Cornish mines 
is 93 lb. per bushel. The coals generally used are imported from South 
Wales ; from Swansea, Neath, and Llanelly, and are of the second quality 
—the large being selected for the steam-boats. Of the various sorts im- 
ported into Cornwall, some are light and dead burning, and run through 
the bars like sand ; some contain slate rubbish ; some coke well, and give 
out much heat. The weights of the bushel of these different kinds of 
coals vary from 80lb. to 1121b. The coals as taken from the wharf con- 
tain about one-eighth of their weight of water. The coals are sometimes 
damped to make them coke, but the drier they are the better. Some of 
Price’s coal, from Swansea, is very bituminous, and is mixed in equal 
proportions with the Quaker’s coal, from Neath, some of which is not bitumi- 
nous. From the practice of different engineers it appears, that, when the 
coals are light and small, there is a greater loss from their falling through 
the bars and being carried into the flues, before ignition, than“accrues from 
the process of damping. With respect to the duty as estimated by the 
water delivered at the surface, or by the number of strokes, it is contended, 
that though the work done, or real effect, amounts only to 103 millions, 
the duty performed is really 118 millions, for the water displaced and 
lifted each stroke must be equal to the area of the plunger multiplied into 
the length of the stroke. The engine will have once raised the water, 
whatever loss may be due to the imperfection of the pit work.— Atheneum.

NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE AND CaRLis“tE Ramway Butt.—Mr. Philip 
Howard reported in the House of Commons, on Wednesday evening from 
the committee on this railway bill, and to whom a petition against the said 
bill was referred, that the Standing Orders relative to railway bills did not 
apply to the present bill, the application being solely for the purpose of 
raising an additional sum of money for the purposes of the undertaking ; 
and that they had considered the said petition, and had examined the alle- 
gations of the bill, and found the same to be true, and had gone through 
the bill, and made amendments thereunto. 

Dustin anpD Drocuepa Raitway.—Activity is the order of the day 
in this line. Two contracts are advertised (see advertising columns) ; 
one from the north bank of the Royal Canal, Dublin, to Raheney-brook, 
32 miles, and another from Raheny-brook to near Portmarnock Church, 
3§ miles. This looks just as any friend to Ireland could wish it, a serious 
intention to let Ireland benefit by our great modern improvement. 

Tue Hayie anv Portreata Rattway.—For some time past, the 
operations on the Portreath line of railway have been of a tardy nature, 
and chiefly confined to horses in consequence of the settlement of the em- 
bankment having thrown the rails away. This defect, however, is now 
rectified, and for some days the locomotive has been in full play, or rather 
work thereon. On Monday week, she made several journeys, taking dowm 
a train of eleven waggons, containing from forty to fifty tons of copper 
ore—travelling a distance of three miles and doing the work of nearly sixty 
horses for a half day, in about ten minutes. 

SHEFFIELD AND RorHerRHAM Rari_tway.—The directors have let the 
different works of the Sheffield station to Messrs. L. G. Reed and Co., 
of Broomhall-street, builders ; and the Rotherham station to Mr. Black- 
moor, of that town; both are to be completed by the Ist of July next. 
The entrance for passengers to the Sheffield station will be by three hand- 
some iron gateways, one for carriages and two for foot. They will be 
erected at the corner formed by the junction of Saville-street with the 
Occupation Road (now part of tne Wakefield turnpike), and will face di- 
rectly up the Wicker, forming a bold and interesting object of view from 
that spacious street. A commodious shed, about 200 feet long and a cor- 
respondent width, supported on metal columns, will cover the passenger 
station and booking offices. The entrance for goods is proposed to be 
near the present gateway to Mr. Alfred Sorby’s house at Hall Carr. The 
gate to the coal yards will be a little further on. Here then will bea staith 
so constructed that coals may be transferred from the railway with the 
greatest facility. The station in Westgate, Rotherham, will be provided 
with a shed of similar construction to the one at Sheffield. The branch to 
connect this railway with the north Midland at Masbrough, has been let 
to Mr. John Stephenson, the contractor for the main line. 

Taames Haven Rattway.—We are exceedingly glad to find that the 
engineers of this railway are laying out their land, and preparing for the 
commencement of their works. 

ImporTaNT TO SHEFFIELD, BIRMINGHAM, AND Lonpon.—On the 
9th inst., the London and Birmingham Railway will be opened from Lone 
don as far as Denbigh Hall, a place about eight miles, we believe, from 
Northampton, and sixty miles from London. We hope therefore, that 
our townsmen will be on the alert to take advantage of the facility that will 
then be afforded for a saving of time in the conveyance of the mail between 
Sheffield and London. The railway trains will accomplish the distance 
from London to Denbigh Hall in three hours at the utmost : and a coach 
travelling as the London and Halifax mail does, at the rate of ten miles 
an hour,would do the remainder of the journey in little more than tem 
hours. Thug the journey would be made in thirteen hours. We under= 
stand that the Nottingham coach proprietors are about to run coaches to 
meet the railway trains, and we are sure our townsmen will not be backe 
ward to secure for Sheffield its share in the general benefit.

After the 7th of May, a train will leave Lon~ 
don at half. past eight P.M., so that the evening papers and letters at the pre- 
sent mail speed, would arrive here at half-past nine or ten o’clock A.M., pra= 
vided the Halifax mail took up the bags at Denbigh Hali.’’—Jndependent. 

Procress or Rartways in ENGLaAnp.—In the course of three years, 
1500 miles of railway will, in all probability, be executed in England alone, 
and, calculating the average cost, inclusive of engines, at 20,000 a mile, 
30,000,000/. will have been spent in carrying them into execution. It is 
an unprecedented advance in the improvement of intercourse, and it is a 
plain speaking fact of the estimation in which this mode of travelling is 
held by the nation, both as an investment and as an improvement on the 
old system. England is not, however, the only country in which railways 
have made such rapid strides.—[From an interesting work, recently pub- 
lished, entitled ‘‘ A few general Observations on the Principal Railways 
executed, in progress, and projected in the Midland Counties and North 
of England, with the Author’s opinion upon them as investments. Illus- 
trated with Maps. ] 

NewcasTLe AND CARLISLE RAtway.—This stupendous work is 
again progressing towards a termination, and not a doubt is entertained 
but it will be opened through to Newcastle in June at the latest. The 
opening, in the first instance, will be to Redhaigh, on the Gateshead side 
of the Tyne; but the road from Scottswoodbridge, to the very heart o£ 
Newcastle, has been contracted for to be opened by the end of the present 
year. Carriages are preparing for performing the journey through from 
Carlisle to Newcastle in the shortest possible time. It is intended, we 
hear, to run one or two trains through each day, with passengers only, 
making few stoppages, and thus securing the quickest communication 
between the two places. A bill is now in Parliament (which has been 
read a second time) for raising additional funds for the completion of this 
great undertaking.— Carlisle Journal. 

Hutt AND SeLBy Raitway.—We @re happy to inform our readers, 
that ground has been broken between Hull and Hessle, for this important 
and, as we trust, profitable undertaking. A considerable number of work- 
men are employed ; and for the last few days many of our fellow-towns- 
men have been induced te visit the spot, and witness the incipient opera- 
tions.— Hull Rockingham. 

SLAMANNAN Raitway.—This is a work now being executed in Scot- 
land, and which, it is expected, will prove of great utility to the commu- 
nities of Edinburgh and Glasgow, by affording them easy means of con- 
veying coals and ironstone from an extensive, rich, and only partially ex- 
plored mineral district. The Glasgow and Garnkirk Railway, which has 
been some years finished, extends a distance of eight miles east from the 
city of Glasgow, where it is joined by the Monkland and Ballochney 
Railways, extending seven miles farther east. Here the Slamannan Rail- 
way joins them, and extends twelve and a half miles more eastward, 
joining the Edinburgh and Glasgow Union Canal, near Linlithgow. Thus, 
between the two principal cities of Scotland, a complete communication 
will be formed, partly by railway and partly by canal, for the transit of 
minerals to Edinburgh or Glasgow, particularly the former, where the 
present supply of coals is of a bad quality, scarce, and consequently high 
in price. The completion of the Slamannan Railway is looked forward to 
as the most likely means of reducing these evils. A bill for making @ 
branch line to the town of Bathgate was obtained last session, the prir- 
cipal use of which will be the easy transit of lime (in which commodity 
the neighbourhood of Bathgate is rich) to the numerous iron works in the 
vicinity of Glasgow, and for the improvement of the adjoining land. I€ 
is expected, also, that a considerable passenger-trade will be carried om 
between Edinburgh and Glasgow, and the intermediate towns along the 
canal and railways. The capital of the company is about 100,000/., and 
the works have been going on since autumn 1836, under the direction of 
John Macneill, civil engineer, London, and Thomas Telford Mitchell, 
resident engineer. Part of the line will be open for traffic this summer, 
and the whole is under contract to be finished in May, 1839.—Raihudig 
Magazine. a

We are aware that in the construction which we put on the 
clauses in the Act, we are opposed to legal opinions—so be 
it. We take the words as they are introduced in the Act, and we 
contend in opposition to our Correspondent and his “learned 
adviser,” that the directors may be removed, and here we will 
quote the passages which establish the correctness of this proposi- 
tion. It is said in Clause 107, p. 73, that “ the several persons go 
appointed being neither ‘removed’ nor disqualified, and not re- 
signing, shall continue in office, and be respectively directors until 
the general meeting of the said company, which shall be held in 
the month «f January, or within the space of fourteen days there- 
after next ‘after the expiration of twelve calendar months from 
the period when the said railway shall be ‘completed’ and open 
to the public,’” &¢. Now, it appears to us, that this implies the 
directors may be removed, and the question then arises, How is this 
to be effected, if such course should be deemed desirable?—a point 
on which we have no opinion to offer. On looking over the Act, 
it does not appear that any precise clause directs the mode of re- 
moval of directors, but we assume that Clause 112, pointing out 
the manner in which special meetings may be convened, and the 
powers vested in such meetings, gives full power to the proprietors 
so assembled to determine on the removal of directors, or, indeed, 
to do any act which may not be in contravention of the principles 
or basis on which the Company was established, and the Act of 
Parliament obtained. 

One word more ere we close our remarks. The requisition to 
convene a special general meeting assuming that its object is to 
remove any one of the directors (whose qualification is twenty 
shares, or 400/. capital) requires the signatures of one hundred 
shareholders, holding not less than 2,000 shares, or 40,000/. capi- 
tal stake in the undertaking. No comment here is necessary, 
while it does appear strange that no provision is made in the Act 
for the removal of directors, except by implication—the powers 
vested in the proprietors by Clause 112, and which, we believe, 
will be found to have been acted upon in the case of the “ Arign3 


Company.”

The official tables of the revenue, received to the close of the year and 
quarter ended on Thursday night, present the public receipts for the pe- 
riods in question at a serious disadvantage, as compared with those of the 
corresponding periods of last "year.

In the Customs, the difference between the two 
financial years is against the present to the amount of 1,251,658/., and 
upon a comparison of the quarters, 374,835/. The Excise, also, upon a 
similar comparison, will be found deficient, upon the year 1,049,5571., 
and upon the quarter of 128,590/. The returns from the stamp duties 
prove less productive by 209,114. upon the year, but have improved 
upon the last quarter, and exceed the preceding receipts by 29,7521.

The Post-office has improved upon the year and 
quarter in the sums of 28,743/. and 2000/. respectively. There is under 
the head of ‘* miscellaneous taxes’’ a falling off amounting to 15,9781. for 
the year, and of 4931. for the quarter.

So.iprricaTIon oF CarBonic Acip Gas.—Mr. Kemp, who has been 
80 successful in his experiments upon the liquefaction of gases, has suc- 
ceeded in reducing carbonic acid gas to the solid state. The experiment, 
which had been previously shown in Dr. Hope’s class-room, Mr. Kemp 
exhibited before the Wernerian Society, at their last meeting. The gas 
requires a pressure of thirty-six atmospheres to reduce it to the liquid form. 
When the pressure was removed, by opening a small stop-cock in the con- 
densing apparatus, the cold produced by the rapid evaporation of the liquid 
was so great, that the whole mass was almost instantly reduced to the so- 
lid state ; and, in this condition, although the temperature could not have 
been less than 180 degrees below zero, of Fahrenheit, it was handled and 
tasted by many gentlemen present. This circumstance indicates, in a re- 
markable manner, the slow conducting power of the substance. When 
solid mercury is applied to the skin, in its passing to the liquid form, it 
produces such a degree cf cold as to produce disorganisation of the part. 
The carbonic acid was applied to the tongue without producing any dis- 
agreeable sensation ; but when mixed with the sulphuret or proto-iodide 
of carbon, the cold produced was so intense, that every liquid to which the 
mixture was applied was instantly frozen. Mercury, in the proportion of 


twenty parts of the metal, to one of this powerful freezing mixture, was 
solidified. Liquefied chlorine and cyanogen gases were also frozen by it ; 
and as Mr. Kemp had previously solidified sulphurous acid gas, there are 
Now four substances lately known to us only in the state of gas, which he 
has now exhibited to the world in the form of tangible solids. This is the 
first time that the solidification of carbonic acid has been accomplished in 
Great Britain. 
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PROCEEDINGS OF PUBLIC COMPANIES.

AYLESBURY RAILWAY COMPANY. 


A special general meeting of the shareholders of this company was held 
at the George and Vulture Tavern, on Friday, the 6th instant, by ad- 
journment from the 27th ult. 

J. Cazenove, Esq., in the chair. 

The CuarrMAN opened the business uf the day by briefly stating that 
the proprietors met here to take some steps relative to the acts of the di- 
rectors, in entering into an agreement wtth the directors of the London 
and Birmingham Railway, for the lease of the line of the Aylesbury Rail- 
way, for the space of five years, upon receipt of 2500/. per annum ; from 
what had taken place at the last meeting, held on the 27th ult., they had 
been given to understand that their directors would not have taken any 
further measure in regard to this business, till the result of the present meet- 
ing was made known, but he fouud that they had entered into certain con- 
tracts for the prosecution of the works, on Saturday last. 

A letter (the result of the last meeting) was read, sent to the directors 
of this company, protesting against the bargain made by them with the 
London and Birmingham Railway directors, and expressing the hope of 
the shareholders, that they would not fail to be present at the meeting to 
be held this day. The answer sent to this was to the effect, that the di- 
rectors having had the consent of the shareholders to this agreement, at a 
legal meeting held for that purpose (at Aylesbury), they could not now 
retract what they had already done. 

This then, observed the CuHArrMAN, was the state of things, and the 
present meeting must make some decision as to the course the sharehold- 
ers intended to pursue. 

A draft of the prospectus was then read ; it promised 8 per cent. profit 
on the capital stock of the company, and the directors had now in the 
face of this, let the line prospectively, at the rate of 5 per cent profit, or 
25001. per annum. 

The CuairnMan confessed that he, for his part, thought it a ‘‘ bad look 
out,’’ and a friend of his had told him, that he did not expectthe London 
and Birmingham Company would net sufficient to pay this company such 
amount ; if that were the case, what would become of this company? he 
should be happy to receive any information on the business before them, 
from any of the proprietors. 

Mr. SrerHeENson, as the engineer that had advised the agreement 
between the two companies, stated his reasons for having done so; he, in 
the first place laid down, as a general rule, that no short lines could pay 
for the first five or six years a greater dividend than 5 per cent. upon the 
capital employed. The carrying establishment was a vast expense, and 
would materially detract from any profit ; he felt convinced that 45,0007. 
would be sufficient to carry out the undertaking, leaving 5000/. for inci- 
dental expenses ; this was the amount first named, and it was now his 
opinion that was sufficient. The agreement would give an experiment, 
and would show the value of the line ; it would pay the London and Bir- 
mingham Company, and give a profit tothe shareholders in this company ; 
ali that would be requisite for this company to do, would be to appoint a 
personto examine the books of the London and Birmingham Company to 
see the amount of value of the line. 

It was observed that the town of Aylesbury would benefit greatly by the 
completion of the railway ; some gentlemen seemed to consider that they 
alone would be the pa.ties benefiting. 

Mr. Parker, solicitor to the company, said in answer to a question 
put by u shareholder, that there were about 1700 shares paid upon, and 
300 or 400 were declared forfeited—the* rest} were in hands that were well 
able to answer all liabilities ; he had been promised by a director of the 
London and Birmingham company, that 500 shares would be taken up 
by them. A special meeting had been held at Aylesbury not long 
since, and he rather wondered that these sentiments had not been made 
there and then ; that was a legal meeting, and the directors would have 
been bound by their acts. 

The CHarrMANn concluded that there were two points at issue—whether 
or not the company should be carried on, and if the railway would pay the 
shareholders ? and also, whether the directors had not exceeded the 
powers vested in them, by entering into this contract, and if the share- 
holders should not unite to make them retract such agreement ? 

Mr. Prarp, M.P., for Aylesbury, objected to the chairman’s saying 
there were two points to be considered, he took it there was only one, 
which was whether the directors had acted legally or not; if they had 
acted legally, then their acts could not be retracted, and he found that the 
directors had been perfectly legal and regular in what they had done ; 
they had formed this agreement with the consent of the proprietors, at a 
special meeting, legally convened; the shareholders now present not 
being convened by the directors, according to Act of Parliament, their 
deeds could not be binding upon the company, or have any effect with the 
directors ; he wished to know what they intended to decide upon, he had 
heard of nothing brought against the directors, no charge or imputation of 
any sort. 

The CuatrMan proposed that a resolution should be submitted, which 
would expedite the business of the day; he at the same time observed, 
that nothing he said had been with a wish to throw any imputation on the 
directors ; he also thought it very natural that the hon. gentleman should 
uphold his clients. 

After a discussion on what such resolution should be, 

Mr. Tooke, who said he was largely interested in the concern, thought 
that the most advisable plan would be to wind up the concern, and 
have the deposit-money returned before any expense had been incurred. 
He was of opinion, however, that if this contract could be made good, 
and if the London and Birmingham Company were able to pay the above 
amount, it would be an advantageous speculation for the company. He 
would, however move, ‘‘ That it is the opinion of this meeting that the 
undertaking should not be proceeded any further with.” 

Mr. Farrett said, he had great pleasure in seconding the motion. 
He felt sure that this was a very bad bargain ; that the shareholders would 
be induced to lay out their money, and that they never would be able to 
receive even 1 per cent., though'they had at first been promised eight, and 
now five. It was a mere experiment, as the engineer confessed, and at the 
expiration of the time, when they had paid up all their calls, they should 
find that the concern was a dead loss. It was true, the directors would 
not be bound by what transpired at this meeting, but he felt sure that the 
directors would take some notice of the expression of feeling from a large 
body of proprietors resident in London. He had never heard of a com- 
pany flourishing where the directors carried on its affairs by having re- 
course at all times to law, by obtaining every shilling that they got from 
the proprietors from litigation. The only way for a company to prosper, 
and he knew that the directors would see it thus, would be to proceed 
cordially, and to pay up the instalments cheerfully, and he had no doubt, 
when the directors saw what an unwilling proprietary they had, that they 
would upon no account persist in a concern that was esteemed ruinous 
by ail. 

After some observations from Mr. Praep, who said, that in allusion to 
what had fallen from the chairman, he had no other motives than what 
most other proprietors came with. 

Captain Linpsey said, he hoped the shareholders would not allow 
themselves to be led away by any prospects. He thought it a most ruin- 
ous speculation ; one from which it was impossible the shareholders could 
derive any benefit. 

Several gentlemen here observed, that they had parted with their scrip 
twelve and eighteen months ago, and had thought no more about the con- 
cern till the other day, when the directors sent them a notice of their call. 

The resolution was then carried. After some further discussion, it was 
resolved, ‘* That this resolution be conveyed to the board of directors.”’ 

Some observations were made on none of the directors being present. 

Mr. Praep said, he thought it was an uncorteous act in the share- 
holders at the former meeting to censure the conduct of the directors, 
when no charge of any sort had been brought against them. It was not 
likely that they would appear to be prejudged in such a manner. 

Mr. Parker, in answer to a shareholder, said that there was no agree- 
ment made between the two companies, any further than whet appeared 
on the directors’ minutes. 

Some gentlemen advised that an injunction should be obtained to re- 
strain the directors from entering into any agreement with the London 
and Birmingham Company. 

A discussion ensued as to the course that should be pursued in bringing 
the directors to consult with the shareholders. Some observed that the 
contracts entered into must be first rescinded, and then they might have 





a special meeting, which might be summoned by requisition ; also that the 
call now made should be postponed, for no expenses had been yet entered 
into, and that it should also be requested that the directors should not 
proceed any further with the agreement. 

It was at length resolved, ‘* That a requisition be issued and presented 
to the directors, requesting them to call a special meeting in London, for 
the purpose of discontinuing the company and winding up its affairs, and, 
further, that the directors be requested to postpone the payment of the 
call until after this meeting is held.’’ 

Thanks having been voted to the chairman, the meeting adjourned.

(Saturday) for signature.! 
DUKE OF CORNWALL’S HARBOUR AND LAUNCESTON AND 

VICTORIA RAILWAY. 

The general meeting of the proprietors of this company, as adjourned 

from the 29th ult., was held at the London Tavern, on Thursday last. 
Joun Ramssortrom, Esq., M.P., in the chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been read and confirmed, 

The CuatrMan stated, that, in pursuance of an adjournment, they 
had met that day to prepare and lay before the shareholders their answer 
to the report of the finance committee, and the allegations contained 
therein. He observed, that the directors had not had time to give it that 
attention which they otherwise would have done, and requested that 
gentlemen having observations to make, would confine themselves as 
much to the point as possible, as having an engagement in the House of 
Commons, his time in the chair that day was limited. 

The report of the finance committee, as divided into sections, having 
been read alternately with the answers of the board, 

Mr. Ovuarrt said, it was impossible that the finance committee could 
follow such answers with that consideration which he felt they required ; 
and, with some observations upon the explanation given by Mr. Ross, 
suggested that the committee should have an opportunity of considering 
the same, and going into it seriatim. 

Some questions having been asked relative to the report lying at the 
office for the consideration of the shareholders, 

Mr. Parerson hoped that it would not be withheld from them, as be- 
ing laid before the meeting, he thought they had a right to go into it. 
He observed, any one not having paid that attention to the accounts that 
he had, hearing the answers of Mr. Ross, would be inclined to believe 
them correct; but, he on the contrary, had no hesitationin saying thatthey 
were not. Much confusion and excitement here ensued, in which severak 
shareholders interfered, but Mr. Paterson would not be called to order, 
declaring that there was nothing but trickery in the answers; though he 
did not believe that it was on the part of the directors. He stated, he 
had received intimation upon coming to the meeting, that there would be 
an attempt to put him down, but he was however determined not to be 
put down, and standing upon equitable ground, would call upon the 

meeting to support him; he could clearly prove that the report of 
Mr. Ross was not to be relied upon, and particularised instances of which 
mention had been omitted in the report of Mr. Ross, which led to a 
lengthened discussion, in which Mr. Paterson was remonstrated with on- 
the impropriety of entering into feelings which only tended to widen the 
existing difference. The chairman observed, that if instead of wasting 
their time in such extraneous matters, they did not come to the point at 
once, the directors would meet them no more, but enforce thepayment of 
the call and leave them to take their own course. 

A SnarenHo.per suggested, for the sake of regularity, that the report 
be received, and then being open for discussion, Mr. Paterson would have 
the opportunity ef asserting any part as fallacious. 

The CHarrMAN observed, a meeting of the proprietors had appointed 
a finance committee, none of which had paid their calls ; this committee 
had made their report, and he was sure they would be ready to admit that 
every facility had beenafforded them in doing so; now, he did not think 
that the same courtesy had been extended to the directors when they had 
made their report—it is declared as false—he warned them, however, not 
to prolong coming to some settlement, as by giving counter reports it 
would get them into litigation, when the shareholders would find they had 
to pay the gentlemen of the long robe as well as their calls.

maintain themselves with very little work. At the present time we have pro~ 
cured the full number of hands, and hope, therefore, to exhibit a better result 
in March month. On the 14th inst., seven of the company’s waggons were 
dispatched fro. this place for Vera Cruz, and at the same time seventy. 
seven bars of silver to be shipped per first packet for account of the company, 
Not having received information in time to send the bars to Mexico, to go by 
the public conducta, as the government had intimated they expected to do, 
we were compelled to adopt the better method of sending them directly from 
thence to join the conducta at Virreyes, about five days journey from thig 
piace. I intended, if necessary, to get an English escort for this, but I am 
glad to say, that on application the government granted us a separate escort 
of thirty men of Colonel Montano’s detachment. By this arrangement we 
save the expense of the extra journey to Mexico, the freight by the conducta 
as well as the commission. I have since learned that our waggons have 
safely joined the conducta, which on the 2ist inst. was at the town of 
Tepeagualeo, near Perote, they will, therefore, arrive at Veta Cruz in good 
time for the present packet.

Guanazuato, Jan. 19.—Mine of Rayas.—The late Christmas holidays have 
naturally seriously affected the produce of the mine, as compared with outlay, 
the dead expenses of drainage, salaries, &c., bearing heavily upon the dimi- 
nished quantity of the returns. The workings of Purisima continue in the 
same productive state, and the points inundated with water, some short time 
since, have been again in full operation for upwards of a month, and furnish 
a very fair quantity of good ores. In San Cayetano and San Miguel, the 
produce and prospects are both of a less favourable character than could be 
wished, more especially in the former, while some months since, it was ex- 
pected some important working would have been formed on the ores then in 
sight, in the extreme south-east boundary, and yet virgin ground ; that point 
of San Cayetano has now assumed as discouraging an appearance as any 
other, but operations are cuntinued in the hope of better success.

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Tus New Way to cet up a Jornr-Strocx Company.—The inge- 
nuity displayed from time totime in getting up joint-stock companies has 
peen a constant subject of surprise and censure. The following is a fresh 
ease, and we believe new of its kind. It seems to constitute the ne plus 
ira of the art. The projector, big with the hopes and promises of tens 
of thousands, first fixes on a board of directors whose names are as good 
as he can get, and will ‘‘read respectable,"”” He waits on them with a 
glowing estimate, and offers, if they will only give the thing a ‘‘fair chance,”’ 
to pay all expenses. Allured by the prospect of making money—of gain- 
ing place and patronage—and secured from personal responsibility in the 
event of loss—they assent, and the scheme is then advertised, puffed, and 

jacarded in every direction. The projector bargains that a certain portion 
of the deposit on the shares is to be carried to the credit of the directors, 
while the remaining portion goes into his own pocket to defray the preli- 
minary expenses. For this he engages to pay office-rent, clerks, and the 
of an Act of Parliament! There is, we are informed, at this mo- 
ment, a bill before the Commons brought in on behalf of a company which 
js being concocted in the way we are describing. The directors are re- 
compensed for the use of their names by liberal salaries and a per centage 
on the profits, while the bold projector sits down in state as perpetual 
chairman of the board—pay inproportion, and a commission of 5 per cent. 
on all business transacted by the company. The worst of this mischie- 
yous jobbing is, that all these particulars are concealed from the legislature. 
They enter not into the Act of Parliament—they are not known to the 
public, but form part of a deed which is purposely made so long and intri- 
cate as to be seldom read or understood by the persons who subscribe it. 
We have heard of an individual who in this way has got up two companies 
within a comparatively short period, and talks already of jobbing for a third. 
—Erening paper. 

Tue Parent SmMoxe Consumer.—This invention is one of the most 

simple contrivances that can be conceived, and is likely to be equally ef- 
fective in the very useful purpose for which it was so much wanted, and 
it is likely, when practice shall have brought it under perfect control for 
domestic purposes, to become very generally adopted ; which circumstance 
would improve the atmosphere of London most surprisingly, and set at 
rest all the heart-burnings of the housekeepers of this metropolis on the 
score of the injuries which their nice furniture is constantly exposed to by 
the grimy state of our smoky atmosphere. The machine, as exhibited at 
the Belvidere-road, near Weterloo-bridge, is a steam boiler of a particular 
construction, suitable for a locomotive engine, about seven feet in length, 
and Jess than three in breadth. The door for supplying the fuel is about 
a foot in diameter, and placed five feet from the floor. Into this, the 
foreman throws a quantity of coal upon a grating of close bars, which are 
horizontal for about eighteen inches ; they then descend in a curve to the 
extent of forty-five degrees from the horizontal line, and the bottom of the 
boiler descends parallel to the grating at a foot or fifteen inches above 
them. It is in this space that all the heat is concentrated, and the 
burning of the smoke takes place. When the coals are thrown in at the 
mouth of the furnace, the smoke generated is as intense as it is possibie 
for smoke to be ; the current of air draws it down the sloping passage, 
which isa mass of flame ; the smoke in passing into this flame unites with 
it, and is so completely consumed, that not the smallest portion of it ever 
reaches even the bottom opening of the chimney shaft, and consequently 
not the slightest appearance of smoke or vapour is seen to emerge from 
the top of the chimney shaft, whether it be high or low. It has been 
tested in the severest manner, and has, we find, sustained its character, 
The saving that it may produce to railroad companies is calculated at 
about 50 per cent. in the fuel inthis way. At present, the railroad com- 
panies are bound in heavy penalties, under their act, to use coke only, 
because coal causes such great inconveniencies, and is so detrimental to 
many sorts of property. Well, the coal costs 26s. a ton, coke 8s. 6d. per 
ton, and a ton of coal will generate 16 per cent. more steam than a ton of 
coke, therefore by this process, as there cannot be any smoke, the coal 
will be used in preference. Again, with respect to steam navigation, this 
process must prove a most desirable improvement, by preventing those 
noisome and destructive clouds of most offensive floating carbon, which is 
inseparable from the present imperfect mode of generating steam ; conse- 
quently, travelling by steam-vessels will no longer be objected to on that 
account, when this patent of Messrs. Chantor and Gray shall be carried 
fully into operation.
